Rumors haye reached us regarding the Quality of Al- 
berta Beers and in order to settle the question, samples 
were taken out of Distributors Ltd. Stock and sent to 
Dr. James A. Kelso, Provincial Analyst, University of 
Alberta.

Beers 
tested by me during the past year are much more 
uniform in strength, extract, ete, than those before the 
war.

Judging from forcing tests, all samples of bottle goods 
tested are efficiently pasteurized, The freezing test 
shows the Beer of satisfactory keeping qualities, with the 
proper elimination of such proteins as are thrown out of 
solution by low temperatures. The Draft Beer not being 
pasteurized, could not be subjected to forcing or freezing 
test, and I consider samples of such Beer properly 
matured and of satisfactory keeping qualities if kept 


under correct conditions, 


“The bottle liquors, with exception of the Porter 
and Stout were given a forcing and freezing test. 
This is done by keeping the Beer at a temperature 
of 90 to 100 degrees for one week, then freezing 
solid, and thawing in chipped ice. In all the 
samples there was neither cloudiness 
sediment, tests showing perfectly clear.
